“There are some issues which, though we 
try. to avoid them, intrude on our con- 
sciousness all the time. 

We have, in Washington and in Colum- 
bus, people who are trying to stop their ears 
to.the cries for freedom emanating from 
South Africa, as 24 million Blacks groan 
under the thumb of a racist white majority 
government. We have people who will avoid 
the fundamental issue of whether our 
gevernment -- and the companies in this 
nation -- will continue’ t6 do “business as 
usual” as the world’s only government 
based on color continues its oppression of 
more than 80 percent of its citizens. 

‘Make no mistake about it, aid and support 
ofthe racist South African regime by Amer- 
ican companies and American banks is big 
business. The cream of the Fortune 500 
crop--firms like General Motors, Ford, 
Chrysler, Control! Data, and IBM--ply their 
wares to the South African government. 
Major U.S. banks loan them funds, and 
allow them to sell their gold to gain U.S. 
dollars. : 

‘We in Ohio are unable to affect the 
national policy which permits this kind of 
“support for South Africa. But we can 
endorse and work toward the passage of 
legislation which will force the state’s pen- 
sion systems to quit doing business with 
companies that help prop up the South 
African regime. . 

_SB 57 (sponsored by State Sen. William F. 
Bowen of Cincinnati) and HB 22 (Rep. C.J. 
McLin of Dayton) would accomplish this 
goal. Both bills would take the State of Ohio 
out of the business of indirectly subsidizing 
racism: They would make a moral state- 

_ mént that Ohio does not endorse the poli- 
cies of the South African government--nor 


does it endorse the companies who 
acquiesce in those policies. 

Opponents of complete divestiture argue 
that it will not really hurt the South African 
government. Bowen makes a telling point 
on that argument: “If it didn’t make any dif- 
ference,” Bowen says, “you wouldn't find 
the South African government (fighting it).” 
Drying up the external support for South 
Africa may force the government to expedi- 
tiously tear down the wall of apartheid. 

But the opponents miss the point. Divesti- 
ture is morse than a statment to the South 
African government, as important as that is. 
It is a statement to ourselves that the free- 
dom of a people is more important than the 


dollars they can pay us. It is statement that 


there are moral issues which must be con- 
fronted morally. It says that we will not par- 
ticipate in the dehumanization of a people. 

It is in this environment that halfway 
measures--such as disinvesting in compan- 
ies that do not uphold the Sullivan 
principles--are incomplete. Sullivan princi- 
ple adherents are almost like the proverbial 
piano player at the bordello--playing away 
downstairs without admitting to what’s 
happening upstairs. It is, in fact, incredible 
that the agreement of a company to abide 
by simple rules of decency and fairness 
such as equal pay for equal work--are to be 
so highly commended by proponents of 
this halfway approach, and further demon- 
strates the horror of South Africa. 

The issue is not a political one; it is a 
moral one. Just because the cries of a peo- 
ple occur 10,000 miles from our borders, we 
must still hear them. We endorse SB 57 and 


HB 22, and urge our readers to write their 


state legislators in support. 


The Singletary Plazamart Challenge

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“Cleveland Connection” loss hurts Celeste 


The gavel that struck down on the career of Arnoid 
Pinkney did more than put a mark on the career of a 
long-time public servant. This action, coupled with 
the firing of Dr: James Rogers from the Department of 
Youth Services, has put a dentin the re-election plans 
of Gov. Richard F. Celeste. 

The significance is both personal and professional. 
In the aftermath of Pinkney’s felony conviction for 
selling an insurance policy to the Cleveland Port 
Authority while serving on that board, Celeste 
released a statement of support for Pinkney and 
regret at his conviction. Pinkney has been along-time 
Celeste supporter--and is, in fact, the only Black 
member of the Celeste “inner circle.” 

Pinkney, with State Rep. C.J. McLin of Dayton, was 
also the guiding force behind Celeste’s minority 
effort in the 1982 election--an effort which raised 
$250,000 to help pile up a margin among Biacks of 
more than 250,000 votes. 

After Pinkney, damaged by allegations in the Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer, began to prepare for his defense to 
charges of conflict of interest and having an unlawtul 


interest in a contract (three of the four charges 
against Pinkney were dismissed), Celeste had 
planned to appoint Dr. James Rogers as chief of the

All the money in the world will not save 
this store unless Black people decide to 
patronize this store. Black Columbusites 
spend $90 million on food annually in 
Columbus. Placing many of those dollars 
with Black grocers will help build our col- 
lective power as a people. 

Much of the problem with Singletary is 
cir@ular: Blacks do not patronize the store; 
Singletary loses money, and therefore can- 
not. afford to stock the store; Blacks’ say 
they won't shop there because there is no 
stock. . , 

This is a circule that needs to be broken, 
and it can be broken only by those of us in 
the Black community who are willing to quit 
complaining about not having resources in 
our neighborhoods, and decide to do some 
small thing to support those resources we 
have.

Blacks produce unemployment/white wealth 


The current edition of Black Enterprise magazine 
reports that the “Top 100 Black Businesses” 


- increased their sales by 10 percent over the previous — 


year, to a respectable $2.5 billion. 

This was due largely to an improved economy, 
especially the automotive industry which counts 44 of 
its dealers emong the BE top 100. 

It also demonstrates that Blacks in business are not 
the intended victims or benefactors of the White 
House, but hostages to the flow of consumer buying 

wer. 

And the Black consumer used every bit of his or her 
buying power to produce America's unprecedented 
economic recovery last year. But their $170 billion 
was spent almost exclusively with non-Blacks. 

In effect, the Black community deprived Black 


businesses of their real: potential and through the 
uneducated use of its buying power exacerbated its 
own social and political problems. 

The American economy improved last year at arate 
of growth only second to post World War Ii. But this 
unprecedented recovery left Blacks behind witha

assertion that the poverty among African-Americans 
is heaped upon them by Euro-Americans.

The only 
way they can stay open (if they do) is by White people 
who patronize Black businesses.” Her statement is 
backed by the facts. 

Last year, Black-owned companies earned only 7 
percent of the entire $170 billion spent by Blacks. In 
1969, Blacks spent 13.5 percent of their income witha 
Black business. Therefore, you can see that the trend 
is toward a larger transference of wealth out of the 
Black community. :

The Murry firing caused city 
council to hold hearings on the 
hiring policies of the Rinehart 
administration, and the role of 
the civil service commission in 
those hirings. Recently, coun- 
cilman Ben Espy has been 
leading the fight against the 
failure of the civil service 
commission to test for posi- 
tions, in the wake of a ojvil ser- 
vice commission report that 
the city filled only 220 out of 
almost 1400 vacancies last 
year by testing. 


Waugh places the blame for 
the problems between council 
and the commission on “a lack 
of communication and under- 
standing of the commission's 
role. Controversy has been 
escalated because of those two 
things.’’ Waugh says he 
intends to be “accessible to 
council” to counter the prob- 
lems of the past. 

Although previous directors 
had argued they did- not have 


erneugh. money to implenvert 


an aggressive testing prograi, 


Waugh made no such claim, 
arguing only that he would 
“make appropriate sugges- 


tions for funding to council.”

OSU advanced medical lab 
designed byBlack firm 


When researchers and archi- 
tects sat down to design the 
small, one-story copper- 
roofed building in front of 
Means Hall in the Ohio State 
University Hospitals complex, 
they hardly imagined that it 
might become the architectu- 
ral standard with which other 
medical imaging facilities are 
compared. 

But judging from the interest 
in the structure, which was 
designed by Moody/Nolan, 
Ltd., that may be the case. 
Already two similar facilities 
are under way at another 
researchinstitution that use 
the OSU structure as a model. 

The building houses the new 
Magnetic Resonance and 
Imaging (MRI) Laboratory, a 
state-of-the-art research and 
clinical treatment facility that 
allows researchers to look at 
intricate pictures of tissue 
damage in the brain and liver 
and tell precisely what has 
caused it, all withou! surgery. 

This progress will be possi- 
ble because.otthe macciage of 
the 2. j 
medical imaging -- magnetic 
resonance --with a tried and 
true form of chemical analysis 
-- analytical spectroscopy. 

Dr. William W. Hunter Jr., 
director of the laboratory, says 
the merging of MRI and analyt- 
ical spectroscopy made possi-

ble by the building’s design will 
allow physicians and: re- 
searchers to pinpoint possible 
lesions and anatomical 
abnormalities within the body 
and to explore and analyze the 
chemical makeup of the 
lesions. 

And from that chemical 
analysis, they should eventu- 
ally be able to tell if a lesionis 
actually a tumor, cyst, embo- 
lism or aneurysm without 
resorting toexploratory 
surgery, Hunter said. 


Curtis Moody,a partner in 
Moody/Nolan, Ltd., the archi- 
tecture and engineering firm 
that designed the new labora- 
tory, said the structure was 
planned around using four- 
/foot wide selections of a modu- 
lar composite panelusually 
used in building large freezers. 

Because the MRI produces a 
powerful magmetic field 
around the equipment, the 
building had to be designed 
with ‘a minimumof ferrous 
materials used.

For 
fhany Americans, that’s bad 
mews. but Jerry Taylor of 
Diversified Business Consul- 
tants welcomes the April 15 
@eadline. That's the busiest 
time of year for Taylor, an 
thdependent U.S. income tax 
Consultant who has operated a 
tax accounting business in 
Tokyo since f978. 

= Taylor's business is.a low 
Brofile concern compared to 
the “Big Eight’ accounting 
firms with whom most foreign- 
ers in Tokyo, via their compan- 
ies, are associated. But it's just 
this difference that has 
become the trademark of the 
gentle-mannered Taylor. who 
says the most important part of 
his business is the “personal 
relationship and \direct déal- 
ing” he enjoys with each of his 
Clients. — 

Some of Mr. Taylor's clients 
go back years, to the period 
between 1968 and 1978 when 
Taylor ran a private tax prac- 
tice near the U.S. Air Force 
base at Tachikawa. “At that 
time there was a lot of business 
centered around the base 
because of contracts U.S. 
commercial airlines had with 
the Air Force during the Viet- 
nam War.” he recalls. 

Today, Taylor's clients still 

.include air pilots who work 
internationally. Additionally, 
he counts U.S. baseball play- 
ers in Japan, a tennis pro, doc- 
tors, lawyers, educators and 
journalists among his longtime 
customers. “The peopie who

tions,” explains Taylor. “They 
may be self-employed or with 
small businesses or people 
without the backup of a large 
company that provides tax 
consulting for its overseas 
employees.” 

Taylor tearned his craft on 
the streets of Cleveland, Ohio, 
calling on all types of busi- 
nesses as an agent for the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service dur- 
ing the 1950s. “It was a special 
opportunity for a Black in the 
U.S. at that time,” says Taylor, 


“but little did | realize then that 


1 would end up working 
internationally.” 

Taylor's father had also been 
a tax accountant, and Taylor 
regards the lessons in “human 
relations” he learned from his 
father an important part of the 
way he runs his business 
today. For him, working 
directly with clients and their 
particular cases offers Taylor 
an opportunity to groom per- 
sonal realtionships that go 
beyond the mechanics of tax 
preparation. Taylor notes that 
because the large tax account- 
ing firms must naturally rotate 
accountants in and out of their 
Tokyo offices, clients have lit- 
tle chance to develop an ongo- 
ing position with a consultant 
who is thoroughly familiar with 
the client's tax history.

tants conducts two main oper- 
ations, a military section and a 
Tokyo Office. Taylor worked as 
a civil auditor for the U.S. Air 
Force from 1957 to 1968, a spe- 
cialized experience that has 
enabled him to land military 
contracts. He recently signeda 
second renewal with the U.S. 
Navy to handle tax accounting, 
for Navy personnel at Yokos- 
uka and at Atsugi Naval Air Sta- 
tion. Regular clients are 
handled through Taylor's 
Tokyo office in Nishi Azabu. 

Taylor says he rarely recruits 
business since “a satisfied cus- 
tomer is the best advertise- 
ment.” His work with American 
athletes in Japan stems from 
his work for Davey Johnson, a 
second baseman who was the 
first American to play baseball 
for the Tokyo Giants. “After 
that; I'd get calls from various 
players saying they had heard 
about me,” Taylor says. Still, 
there are many newcomers to 
Japan who find themselves in 
need of.a “personal” tax law- 
yer, so Taylor runs ads from 
time to time in the English- 
language press. 

Although Taylor says he 
likes working in Tokyo 
because ‘“‘something new 
seems to happen everyday,” he 
admits that his business 
requires constant monitoring 
of proposed U.S. tax legisla- 
tion, changes in laws, and new 
laws that affect taxpayers. A 
U.S. tax newsletter keeps Tay- 
lor apprised of the tax scene in 
the U.S., but he says that an 
important information source 
is the Taxation & Legislation 
Committee of the ACCJ, of 
which he's been a member 
since 1977. “The committee 
provides a forum for people in 
the tax business in Japan to 
discuss current tax affairs and 
how our clients will be 
affected,” he emphasizes.

Zimbabwe at Five — Part Il 


Zimbabwe Toda 


By Ethel Payne 

At a time when virtually the entire continent 
of Africa is in turmoil either through drought 
and famine, coups and political upheavals, 
Zimbabwe is fighting to maintain its stability. 
Prime Minister Mugabe is finding that the 
pangs of independence ore nearly as ex- 
hausting as the struggle for freedom was. 

The 14 years of guerilla warfare took their 
toll in the lives of 6,000 lost, social disruption 
and the trauma of instituting a whole new 
system and a lifestyle completely foreign to 
the previous 88 yeors of white rule. 

He has had to grapple with dissension from 
blacks and whites alike. Nearly half of the 
white population has left; yet some are retur- 
ning because they are finding that it is not 
easy to adjust to new surroundings or to meld 
into other cultures. 

Those who fled to South Africa because 
philosophically and ideologically, the apar- 
fheid society was best suited to their own 
provious life surroundings are realizing thai 
that country is going through aimost identically 
the same kinds of trauma that will inevitably 
lead to a change there. 

So, there is little comfort for hope in a future 
that will be free of the issue of race. White 
supremacy may be a long time dying, but sure- 
ly it is terminal. 

Joshua Nkamo and Abel Muzorewa con- 
tinue to nurse as sore losers. Last Oc- 
tober, Nkamo a rally in Horare, the 
capital of Zimbabwe, ostensibly to call for a 


united front. Instead, he hurled charges of 
fascism against Mugche and the Shono 
majority. 

‘Nkomo hoped to pick up more seots~in 
Parliament during the March elections this 
year, but he is given very little chance of 
unseating Mugabe. Mugabe is accused of try- 
ing to impose a one-party rule of what is term- 
ed “Christion Socialism.” He is still a devout 
Catholic. He lives modestly and even his 
detractors acknowledge that he is personally 
incorruptible. 

Muzorewa was detained for a period on 
charges of plotting to overthrow the govern- 
ment. He has been released, but the dream 
of power continues to elude his grasp. tan 
Smith, now a member of the back bench 
minority In Pacllament, raises his voice in 
erivichazn periodically, and is publicly rebuked 
by Mugabe and his supporters. But Smith is a 
lonely man, isolated in lost dreams of power 
and glory that are doomed never to come 
back. 

The five years since independence have had 


some accomplishments and triumphs. 
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Robert Mugabe with President Reegan at the White House. 


Mugabe, the former teacher, places a high 
premium on education. When he took office 
there was a literacy rate of only 27 percent. 

Total s¢hool enrollment was 800,000 with 
66,000 in 170 secondary schools. Education 
was ‘heavily weighed in favor of the white min- 
nority . . A four-year report lists these im- 
provements: total enrollment, 2.4 million in 


___Primary schools, 313,000 in 853 secondary _ 
schools. 


The Univessity of Zeabobwe has inreased 


its enrollment fen 2, 2,000 at indenpence to 
4,130 in 1968. 

At a World Bank conference held in Nairobi 
in July, 1983, Zimbabwe was commended for 
being one of the few countries in the world 
which spends more on education than it does 
for defense. li has noi tapped the bank for 


building and construction materials, choosing _ 


instead to rely on its own resources in 
manpower. 

One monstrous problem facing the new no- 
tion was the resettlement of the thousands of 
refugees from Zambia and other countries 
who had been away from their homeland, 
some for as tong as 15 yeore. 

The Un High Commission for Refugees set 
up offices in Lusoka, Zambia ond in Horare 
the capital of Zimbabwe, to coordinate the 
resettlement efforts. Land, housing, schooling, 
and health facilities were immediate 
necessities. Prime Minister Mugabe establish- 


ed a priority for agricultural development and 
education. 


War damaged schools had to be 
reconstructed, and where there were no 
buildings, classes were conducted in the open 
air. Former farmers who tad been the 
backbone of the liberation struggle con- 
tributed their meager funds and their labour 
to help provide education for their children. 

The serious problem of teacher. shortage 
had to be addressed. The Zimbabwe Teachers’ 
Education Course (ZINTEC) has produced more 
than 12.000 teachers. The recruitment of ex- 
patriates has also helped to reduce the shor- 
tage of trained personnel especially_in-science — 
subjects and other advanced courses. 

‘The number of trained teachers has increas- 
ed from 32,000 in 1980 to more than 61,000 in 
1983 and those in conventional teacher train- 
ing colleges from 2,000 to 6,000. There are a 
number of pfivate schools in the country, par- 
tially supported with government funds. 

The greatest challenge is in developing, a 
diversified, strong farm economy. The most 
prosperous farms are still held by whites had 
the advantages of a paternalistic system bas- 
ed on cheap labor, Modern equipment. and 
yeor's know-how Jn crop production methods. 

Now, the task is to train the small, in- 
digenous farmers in methods that will bring 
the greatest yields. The government can claim 
some modest successes thus far Land reform 
has induced higher wages for farm workers. 

One of the interesting developments has

If Mugabe has not fully succeeded in achiev- 
ing all his ambitious plan for improving the 
equality of life for all of the people, it is not 
for want of trying. 

There are those who wish to see‘him fail, 
but, there are many more who want to have 


him succeed. He remains a strong figure on 
the continent, an enigma, but one with vision. 
The land is beautiful, the weather is 
advantageous. 

It is a good place for tourism. The lure of 
magnificent Victoria Falls, the game parks and 
the scenery are overwhelming. Thé job of 
nation-building is an awesome responsibility.

Are You a Liberal or Conservative Balck?

economic development in America. What we 
need is facts. In many cases, history carrpro- 
vide us with some very valuable facts. 

An economic program built on rhetoric is as 
weak as a house built on sand. There is no 


Stone progi Tain that will fetp recycle some 
of the billions of dollars that black Americans 
spend onnually back into the black community. 

If Dr. Sowell has information that will aid 
us in making black economic development a 
reality, why not read his books ond avail 
ourselves of his facts? Whenever | ask this 
question to civil rights leaders, they quickly 
launch into a mad tirade of expletives denoun- 
cing Sowell, and his work. 

What bothers me most about Sowell’s 
detractors is that they never offer to produce 
any facts to support their disagreements: 
Thomas Sowell is very vulnerable to construc- 
plnerable because he of 
tees tacts trom research findings and history 
to support his position. 

All that would be needed is for his op- 
ponents to conduct the same kind of research 
and publish their works to support their 
disagreements. History speaks for itself. The 
civil rights leaders who disagree with Sowell 
can simply produce historical facts that prove 
Dr. Sowell wrong.

The problem is that none of his accusers 
have ever produced any facts to support their 
positions. Instead, their explanations are fill- 
ed with rhetoric and emotion. But rhetoric and 
emotion rarely ever produce reality. 

It is almost impossible to reduce Dr. Sowell 
to a sham or a joke because his academic 
credentials are impeccable. | don't know how 
he could be called an Uncle Tom since most 
of his positions are supported by history and 
not his personal opinions. What most people 
who disogree with Sowell's works provide o 
factual and historical reference for modern 
day black economic development? While you 
contemplate that question, let me introduce 


you to another one of Dr. Sowell's positions. 


from the pages of his book Civil Rights, 
Rhetoric or Reality. 

“Much has been made of the number of 
blacks in high level occupations before and 
after the Civil Rights Act of 1964. What has 
been almost totally ingored is the historical 
trend of black representation in such occupa- 
tions before the Act was passed. In the period 
from 1954 to 1964, for example, the number 
of blacks in professional, technical, and similar 


“high level positions more than doubled. In 


other kinds of occupations, the advance of 
blacks was even greater during the 1940s — 
when there was little or no civil rights policy 
— than during the 1950s when the civil rights 
revolution was in its heyday. 

Dr. Sowell also supports a proposition that 


the Civil Rights Acts and “affirmative action” 


have not had as dramatic an impact on the 


economic progress ot minorities as our civit 
rights leaders would have us believe. 

Finally, iv is not my purpose fo suppor? or 
defame Dr. Sowell's works. What | am in- 
terested in is promoting a closer analysis of 
this very controversial set of economic and 
politic texts. As a people searching for a 
workable model tor black economic develop- 
ment in this country, it is imperative that we 
have access to all facts and figures that can 
benefit our objective of meaningful black 
economic development. 

Whether you like what the brother is say- 
ing is unimportant. What is important is the 
validity of his facts and economic historical 
analysis. Whether he is liberal or conservative 
is not important. What is important is‘whether 
or not that person, black of white, is pro black. 

In my opinion, pro black is simply giving me 
the same chance to succeed as you would give 
anybody else. | don’t want to be part of a 
quota. If you base your hiring on ability, then 
I'll get the job without a federally mandated
